THEATER 
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BYU  Professor  Of  Geography 
To  Study  Snow,  Ice  Crystals 


Marion  T.  Millett,  associate  pro- 
fessor of  geography  at  BYU,  plans 
to  spend  this  winter’s  weekends  on 
top  of  the  Albion  chairlift,  at  Aha. 

This  fall  he  spent  several  week- 
ends erecting  an  “A”  frame  over 
a special  deep  freezer  for  a colle- 
ague. Dr.  Charles  Keeler,  a glaci- 
alist.  who  spent  several  seasons  in 
the  high  Canadian  Arctic  and  on 
Axel  Heiberg  Island,  about  as  far 
North  as  one  can  get,  according  to 
Dr.  Millett. 


SNOW  & ICE 

Dr.  Keeler  received  a research 
grant  from  the  U.S.  Army  to  study 
snow  and  ice  crystals  and  their 
properties.  His  findings  are  to 
serve  as  a background  for  aval 
ance  control. 

Dr.  Keeler  chose  Alta  because 
of  its  abundance  of  powder  snow, 
and  asked  Dr.  Millett,  a former 
colleague  from  McGill  University 
in  Montreal.  Canada,  to  help  him 
with  tlie  research. 


After  each  snowfall.  Dr.  Keeler 
will  bring  some  snow  into  the  deep- 
freeze, where  it  will  be  kept  at  uni- 
form temperature,  and  study  it.  He 
will  be  trying  to  determine  the 
compressive  and  tensile  strength 
of  snow  and  that  at  Alta  is  ideal. 


BROKEN  SNOW 


Snow  flakes  falling  in  the  Arctic 
are  so  broken  up  by  the  wind  whip- 
ping them  about  that  study  isn’t 
fesible.  The  freezer  will  hetp  to  re- 
tain the  crystals'  shape,  by  stop- 
ping melting  and  the  fusing  togeth 
er  of  the  crystals. 

The  18’  “A”  frame,  protecting 
the  eight  foot  square  freezer  will 
eventually  be  covered  by  15’  to  20 
of  snow. 

Dr.  Keeler  will  remain  at  Aha 
until  the  spring  thaw  or  about  mid- 
March.  with  Dr.  Millett  helping 
him  Saturdays.  His  research  re- 
sults will  be  made  known  to  the 
public  through  government  public- 
ations.

Western  Oil  Pipeline 


Beirut.  Lebanon  (UPI)— The  So- 
viet-backed Syrian  military  regime 
Thursday  seized  the  multi  ml  Dion 
dollar  Trans-Syrian  Oil  Pipeline- 
owned  by  western  companies— 
biggest  such  takeover  in  the  Mid- 
east since  Egypt  nationalized  the 
Suez  Canal  in  1956. 

The  Damascus  government,  al- 
ready embroiled  in  attempts  to 
topple  pro- western  King  Hussein 
of  Jordan,  thus  involved  European 
and  U.S.  interests  directly  in  the 
current  Mideast  crisis. 

HUSSEIN  ATTACKED 

In  Cairo,  the  Arab  League  De- 
fense Council  heard  new  attacks 
on  Hussein  and  demands  that 
troops  of  the  leftist-leaning  Pales- 
tine Liberation  Army  be  stationed 
In  Jordan. 

(The  United  States  Thursday 
called  on  Syria  to  stop  whipping  up 
tensions  in  the  Middle  East.  State 
Department  spokesman  Cardl  Bar- 
tch.  said  in  Washington  that  Syrian 
Chief  of  State  Dr.  Nureddin  Attassi 


was  obviously  “not  very  helpful" 
in  the  overall  situation  by  urging 
Jordanians  to  revolt  against  Hus- 
sein. He  also  said  the  State  De- 
partment was  closely  watching  the 
situtation  caused  by  Syria’s  seiz- 
ure of  the  western-owned  oil  prop- 
erties.) 

A decree  issued  in  Damascus 
announced  the  Syrian  government 
had  "impounded  all  moveable  and 
immovable  properties"  on  the 
Iraqi  Petroleum  Co.  (IPC).  a con- 
sortium of  British.  American. 
Dutch  and  French  oil  firms,  to  en- 
force claims  for  higher  royalties. 
The  firms  of  Esso  and  Mobil 
alone  own  23\  percent  of  the  com- 
pany. 

The  300-mile  pipeline  carries  oil 
from  Iraq  across  Syria  to  the 
Mediterranean.  Other  IPC  prop- 
erties in  Syria  include  pumping 
stations,  offices  and  the  terminal 
installations  at  Baniyas  on  the 
Mediterranean  coast. 


LBJ  Approves  Treaty 


WASHINGTON  (UPI) -The  Unit- 
ed States,  Russia  and  other  U.N. 
members  have  agreed  on  a treaty 
to  ban  nuclear  weapons  from 
space  and  establish 'new  interna- 
tional law  on  peaceful  exploration 
of  space. 

The  agreement  was  announced 
by  President  Johnson  at  the  Texas 
White  House.  He  compared  it  in 
importance  with  the  1963  Nuclear 
Test  Ban  Treaty. 

The  new  treaty  has  been  approv- 
ed by  members  o(  the  U.  N.’s  out- 
er Space  committee.  It  is  to  be 
presented  to  the  U.  N.  General  As- 
sembly for  its  endorsement.  Then 
it  will  be  submitted  to  countries 
around  the  world  for  ratification. 

The  treaty  also  provides  that: 


—there  shall  be  "freedom  of  ex- 
ploration and  use”  of  space  for 
all  nations.  Claims  of  sovereignty! 
are  barred. 

—The  moon  and  other  celestial 
bodies  shall  be  used  exclusively 
for  peaceful  purposes. 

—“Military  bases,  installations 
and  other  fortifications"  are  forbid- 
den on  the  moon  and  any  other 
celesital  body.  Nuclear  weapons 
testing  and  military  maneuvers 
also  are  barred  on  celestial  bodies. 
But  military  personnel  can  travel 
in  space  for  peaceful  purposes. 

—Each  nation  shall  have  an  "un- 
conditional obligation"  to  help  re- 
turn astronauts  of  other  countries 
who  land  on  their  territory  by 
mistake.
